And what does this diſcover co vs, but 
that the Projett is ſingular, that tho' the 
publick Grievance be the Pretence, *tis Par- 
ty-Revolution is the D-ſign, and nothing 
elle can ſatisfe them ; in which I -make a9 
Oneftion but they will be diſappointed. 


Think, IT have proved the Abſurdity of 

that Notion, that our Collonies ſhovid 
ſet up for an independant Stat*, and wade 
great, ſhould break off from their old 
Friends here, bid us Dehance, and the 
like. 

I have told you, that to make them great, 
is like a Mwn's courting a Lady, that gets 
to Bed to her, and gers her wich Child be- 
fore-hand, truly then ſhe muſt marry him, 
or ſhe is undone ; if yon m2ke them rich as 
before, their Riches ſpringing from you, 
and depending upon you, they are got with 
Child by you, ard you need not be in Pain 
ahout their leaving you, they muſt marry 
you, or he undone. 

The OhjeAion that r-mains isz But any 
oth-r Nation may-do for them, what yuu 
can do, other I{hnds may take off their 
Produce, and ſupply them wich Returas, 
and the like ; and ch-refore your Argument 
is of no Farce 25 to Fnziund. 

This will be anc: direRly by coaltder- 
ing, who theſe Nations are, what Circ”: m- 
fances they are 1n to p=rtorm i”, and what 
Advantage it can be tu New England to 
embark with them, and Quit us. , 
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The Nations in the World, that alone 
c1n do this for them, or rather that can b= 
ſuppoſed to do it for them, are the Dutch, 
the French, the Spaniards, of the Portugueſe 5 
and I ſhall prove, firft, that ſeparately and 
apart they cannot dv it, that is, are not in 
Condition z and ſecondly, that jointly they 
cxnnot do it, .their Intereſt conlidet'd, if 
chat improbable thing, of theſe four Nations 
joynirg in it, ſhould be ſuppoſed to happen. 

But before we come to talk of the Na- 
tions who ſhall give them this Equivalent 
of Trade, we ought to remember, that 
carrying them to thoſe Nations, abſolucely 
remqaves us trom the thing in Debate, viz. An 
Independency, and carries the N. England 
Pevple from a D-pendency on Britzin, vn» 
ly iato the like Dependency on ſome other 
Natjon, which it is preſuin'd, will not only 
not aniwer their End, but is not the thing 
verr ead to fears» 

Bur we'll wave this, and wel ſuppoſe the 
Ameri:an Engliſh-men, after they were 
m2de great ant! rich by a large Trade, ay 
before, for Tim"-r 224 Naval Stores,encou- 
raged, 45 /4id i; ſhould bs, fo blind co tneie 

own 
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own Intereft, as to reſolve to break off from 
Emneland, and ſhould apply themſelves to the 
Dutch to aſſiſt chem and (upport them, and 
ſhould give themſelves up co the Dutch, 

Wel), it is true, the Dutch might furniſh 
them with all our Manufactures at a little 
dearer Price z and as the Dutch always gv 
very near in Trade, and will work low, per- 
haps the Difference in Price might not be 
fe lr— But to come to the Timber and Naval 
S:ores, would the Durch break in upon their 
Eaſt Country Trade, which is the Feuntain 
of their Wealch, the Mart of their Wealth, 
takes oft their Herrings,and as it is were at 
their own Dovr, would they lay go per C27t. 
Duty on Deals, Timber, Hemp and Flax, 
&c. and give zo or 3o per Cent. Encourage- 
ment for the Importation from N. England, 
co briug Fraights to a Balance 2 —Ic cannoc 
be cacional to ſuppoſe this of che Dutch. 

In the next Place, it thc y could be {up 
poſed to do this; they lie io much nearer 
Norway than we do, and ſv much farther 
$.0:n N, England, that their Allowances muſt 
be ſo large, it would be impratticable—— 
From Norway to Amſterdam is but a meer 
Coafting Trade, the Fraights low, and eve- 
ry thing done low; from N. England to 
Amſterdam, and from N. England to all the 
Weſt of England, has at leatt a fifth jn the 
Voyage Difference, which added to the 
Difference of their Nearneſs to Norway, will 
bring it almoſt to a third ; ſo that if our 
Allowances were to be 4o per Cenr. theirs 
muft be Eo, which wculd render it intol- 
terable, 

Ecould bring a long Roll of Arguments to 
prove,the Dutch could not do this toAdvan- 
nage; butl1 think, th: Difference of their 
Allowances on one hand, and the Depen” 
dence ot their Herrings on their Eaſtern 
Trade on the other, is ſufhc;ent to.prove it, 
and { waie needleſs Enlargement. 

But ſuppoſe all this were granted, let us 
come to the other Article ; what Collocies 
Oo Tflancs have the Dutch in the Weſt Indies 
co trade with them, and to take off their 
Produce, Corn, Cattle, fc. And this is an 
eftcQual Bar to the Suppolitions, Surinam 
and Cura/o are the prinpal Collunies the 
Dutch have in America; what !it.le Fuoting 


ours, is got aerth onating— Wee 
tity of Provitions theſe ke off, cal- 
le: is oor ſafltage to emjiey ove eek 
ble, is not ſalficient to employ one 
in our Collonies, viz. The River of New 
Tork, and what muſt become of all che reſt? 

So that the Dutch are utterly incapable of 
offering an Equivalent to them,cirher on this 
de or on that, and they wonld only change 
the Mafter that fed them, for anocker that 
wauld ftarye them, and indeed that could 
not maintain them. | 

Our tingle If]and of Barbadoes, I believe, 
I may ay it without any Boafting, has mote 
People in it, and conſequently | Son more 
Bread, more Fleſh, more Horſes, and Corn, 
than all the Coilenies, both the Dutch and 
French put together, poſſeſs in the. Bay of 
Mexico ;, beſides,a'l the Collonizs of the Dut.b. 
and Frevch, or at !caft all thac are coaſideras 
ble, are in Places, wh-r- they both plant 
Cocn, and feed Cattle, i that they do not 
ſo entirely depend upon the Suppiies of the 
Contigent ; whereas Barbaloes dues not ſow 
Corn enough to feed their Cocks and Hens,. 
norkeep Graſs enough to feed their Family 
Cows; if their Horſes did nor live on the 
Canes and wafte Plants they have in their 
Sugar Plantations, they could nut maintain 
enough to work their Mills=But their whole 
Iſland being in a manner employ'd in the 
Sugar Works,&c. which curn to better Ac-- 
count, they take off an incredible Quantity 
of Provifions from our Colonies on the 
Contiaent. 

What then ſhall perſwade the N. England 
People to fall in with a Nation, that cannot . 
take off their Produce, 01 which their whole 
Country depends, no Man, tbat ſuppoſes 
them to be in their Sences, Can imagine, 

There is another Sort of a Reply to thie, 
avd that is, That our Iſlands cannot be (ub- 
lied without the Help of the Collonies ; 
that they would be flarved for Want of 
Provitions, and that the Iflands Rtand in as 
much need of the Continent, as the Con- 
tinent does of the i'ſ\lands; and therefore 
to talk of prohibiting Commerce with them, 
is toſay nothing, for that it cannot be done, 
I ſhall fully anſwer this ObxQion ia my.
